Iii the vaulU of the U. 8. Mint at 


Philadelphia tlitre urc 110,000,000 ounces 
of silver stored, which, with the alloy, is

All Onveroiiif nt obligations, except in 


a few instances where gold is specified in 
the contract, are payable in silver or 
pold, yet the Treasury Department Iv.s 
been considering a proposition to issue 
bond-, mtlier than pay any part ol its 
obligations in silver coins. 


J{eaii> nil the Western ami Southern 


people advocite the policy of getting the 
silver bullion now in tliu Treasury coined 
and put in circulation. It is clmmed 
that if the $168.000,000 » yeu- which is 
distributed among pensioners was paid 
in silver dollars it wmi'd not inconven- 
ience anybody and it would get silver 
in circulation throughout the East. In 
stead of doing that, however, the silver 
is stored in the Treasury vaults, aud in 
the fiscal year which ended last June 
only $8,450.995 were coined from pur- 
chased bullion. The Director of the 
Mint in his last annual report says the 
mandatory coinage »f 2,000,000 ounce* 
of silver monthly censed on the 30ih ol 
June, 1891, under the Sherman Act of 
July 14, 1890, and during the past year 
only a limited coinage of dollars was 
executed. According to the report of 
the Secretary ot the Treasury out of the 
54,000,000 ounces of bullion purchased 
in the last fiscal year less than $3,500,000 
in silver dollars was coined. 


The financial policy of Harrison's Ad- 


ministration was dictated by Senator 
Sherman, who, in the interest of Wall 
Street, wanted silver bullion piled up in 
the Treasury to create a popular prejudice 
against its purchase, and it is feared that 
the financial policy of the present Ad 
ministration, so far as it relates to silver, 
•will not differ materially from that of 
Mr. Harrison.

SEVAUA AND UTAH. 


The proposition to annex Utah to Ne- 


vada is said to be pretty generally dis 
cussed at Wa«binutou. The followinu 
from the Eureak.1 Sentinel, crediteo to 
the Washington correspondent of a Silt 
Lt.ke paper, gives an idea of what is be 
ina »«id on the subject at the National 
Capital: 
" I he movement for the union of Utah 


and Nevidu is daily tainiua strength in 
the Senatf cloak room, where it U brinj! 
pressed earnestly by both the Nevad i 
Senators. Tin- ar«unicMit» us U are suc'i 
as appeal to the fnrmir opponents <>t 
Statehood for Utih. It is urged that 
Nevada is living on 'brass tack",' t" 
q iute one of Senator J.i.ieV plirasus; that 
Sonv-lliinjJ must be done to strengthen 
tin; State or the. luxation w i l l not be sul- 
ficicnt to enver expenses that Nevada'- 
laws now permit territorial annexation, 
anil that Utah with Ni-vad i wMl make H 
groat and strong Western State. It i- 
further urged that Nevada will add 40, 
000 Americans l"> Utah's 200,000 popuU 
tion. and strengthen h>T Natinnulitv, 
while Utah will strengthen Nevud* 111 
material resources. 
It is adileJ that tin- 


opposition to more Western Senator-) w i l l 
be fully obviated by this action, and tliu" 
1 ho fears of more free coinage votes in 
the Senate will be allayed by the pro- 
posed union." 


Senator Sfwart declined to openly 


advocate annexation until he consulted 
Senator Jones, who promptly arqiiicsfd 
in Iho idea, and it is now confidently 
predicted that a large nvjonty of the 
Senate will vote for a bill m.king Ne 
vada and Ut«h one Sta'p, 


Investigating the Advisability of Annex- 


ation. 


WASHINGTON. March 13 — Ex-Represent- 


ative Bloom of G crgU. left Washington 
last eight for San Francisco accompanied 
by Mr. Ellis Mills, oonfldrnlinl stenogra- 
pher of the State Department. It is eonB. 
di-ntly asserUd that be is bound lor Hono 
lain on a secret mission, the appointment 
of which tf-qaiml DO confirmation by the 
Senate. Th» seloction of Blonnt tor the 
mimdon Indicate* that Cleveland is not yet 
g-ttiafiVd that Hawaii sbon'cl ba annexed to 
the Uoitrd Slates, but baa not mud* up bis 
mind In oppose it. 
Blonnt will makw a 


very thorough investigation of th» nitua- 
tion and the Prexid-ut's fotore action un 
Ibe sill j ot will probably be giverotd by 
his report. 


As Chairman of the Comroit'oe on For- 


eign Affairs wben the matter fiist came 
before tbe public, Blonnt took a very con- 
sorvHtivn posdion, rtfuxirg lo commit him 
9x12 without further information. 
More 


than a year before tbe overthrow ol tbe 
Queen a delegation from tbe Hawaii Leg- 
islature came lo thin country without pub- 
lic announcement, Hiekiug sooje inlioiiioos 
from Ibis connlry ol what support a revo- 
lutionary party might rely on if they should 
overthrow tbe old government, and estab- 
lish a provisional government as has been 
done. The ultimate objacf, aa they then 
disclosed it, was to secure aunexation to 
this oooolry, as they did not hope for suo- 
cts< in the permanent establishment of a 
oew government. Blount was among tbe 
few persons witb whom Ibey talked and he 
tben rttnocd lo aommit biranelf to any snob 
plan. Tbe question bow lo overthrow Ibe 
government cams about und whether a 
provisional government actually represents 
tbe popular sentiment, will, it it nnder 
mood, be thoroughly investigated. First 
ol all tbe laets which will be established by 
this Government, pending tbe ratification 
ot a treaty and giving tbe right to do BO, 
will not inleilttre in any way with Ibe a) 
tmra of tbe island*, except, if need be, to 
defend them from foreign encroachment, 
ibe id-a being that the government claim 
ing to represent the people of tbe island 
must be strong enough to maintain itself il 
we are to treal witb it 
Tbe probability is 


we will do nothing to maintain a provi- 
sional government against any other Gov- 
ernment thongb tbe people of Hawaii 
themselves might seek to bave one estab- 
lished, but it it is foni<d that a provisional 
government had been realty oboaen for tbe 
gnvernmeht ot tbe islands and will not be 
dependent on tbe support of tbe Ucitet 
States for ex steuc», tbe proportion lo; 
•tnnexation may be favorably regaid d and 
an amended treaty may be sent to tb 
Senate at tbe next session.

been tbe recipient ot the Chairmanship at 
tbe bands ol tbe msjority, ha should not be 
permitted to remain on tbe important Com- 
mittee on Appropriations as a representa- 
tive of tbe minority.

France's Great Canal System. 


Interior navigation has long held s 


prominent place in the traffic of France, 
and it is not surprising to learn that the 
length of navigable waterways in that 
country is 8,000 miles, of which 650 miles 
are returned as tidal, 2,100 miles naviga- 
ble without works, 2,250 miles canalized 
rivers and 3,000 miles canals. The state 
looks ovit for all but 7 per cent of this 
network, which is therefore practically 
free from tolls. This system of inland 
navigation has cost about $300,000,000 
for construction and purchase and $23,- 
OCO.OOO for concessions. The annual cost 
of maintenance ia about $3,COO,000, or 
$3C5 a mile, which covers nil expendi- 
tures whatsoever. The number of ves- 
sels employed on the waterways is be- 
tween 15,000 and 16,000. About 20 per 
cent have a capacity of 300 tons or more, 
while more than half have a capacity ex- 
ceeding 100 tons. 


Moreover, about 2,000 foreign boats 


use the French canals each year. The 
motive power is now almost entirely 
furnished by draft animals, although a 
few steam tugs are used on the Seine, 
the Oise and some other rivers, and 
steam cargo boats are occasionally met, 
Cable towing and tow locomotives are 
also used in a few places. The average 
cost of moving a ton of freight one mile 
is stated to b3 .064 cents on the rivers 
and 25 per cent less on the canals.—Paris 
Letter. 


The Pale \Vhlto Light of Death. 


Those who have admired the phos 


phorescent glow of certain species of 
crustace will be interested to learn thai 
a startling discovery respecting it hai 
been made. Formerly it was tupposec 
that ench creatures emitted the lyht o" 
their own accord, and that they nsed i 
in a variety of ways. It is now known 
that the light ia a disease as deadly tc 
the infected individuals as cobra poison 
ing is to the human species. M. Girarc 
has traced phosphorescent light in tati 
trus and other crustaceans to exceed 
ingly minute bacteria in the muscles 
On inoculating healthy specimens with 
glowing bacteria, the same luminous ap 
pearanco was transmitted. He also note 
that the disease runs a regular course 
wl that those infected die within fou 
lays, the phonphorcsccnce lasting but 
short while after death.—St. Louis Ee 
jnblic.
